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To  the  honorable  the  Senate ,  and  Houfe  cf  R ep ref enia fives , 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennfylvania . 

THE  underfigned,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  faid  Commonwealth,  refpeftfully  fubmit  their  Re¬ 
port,  of  the  Englifh  Statutes  which  are  in  Force  in  the 
laid  Commonwealth  ;  and  thofe  of  the  faid  Statutes, 
which,  in  their  Opinion,  ought,  to  be  incorporated  into 
the  Statute  Laws  of  the  faid  Commonwealth. 

They  have  taken  the  liberty,  at  the  fame  time,  of 
fubmitting  a  few  preliminary  Ohfervations,  connected 
with  the  Subject  of  the  Report,  and  tending  to  explain 
the  Principles  which  have  governed  them,  in  the  Exe¬ 
cution  of  the  Trust  which  the  LegiHature  have  been 
pleafed  to  confide  in  them. 

The  Subject  is  divided  into  two  Branches,  i ft. 
The  afeertaining  of  fuch  Englifh  Statutes  as  are  in 
force  in  this  Commonwealth,  2d.  The  opinion  of  the 
Judges,  which  of  the  Statutes,  fo  in  force,  are  proper 
to  be  incorporated  into  the  Statute  Laws  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth. 

In  order  to  accomplifh  the  firft  part  of  the  Subject,  it 
was  neceffary  to  begin  with  the  Confideration  of  the 
prefent  Conftitution  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  con¬ 
tains  nothing  particular,  as  to  the  point  in  queflion. 
There  is  a  general  Provifton,  that  all  Laws  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  in  force  at  that  time,  and  not  inconfiflent 
with  the  faid  Conftitution,  and  all  Rights,  &c.  fhould 
continue,  as  if  the  faid  Alterations  and  Amendments 
had  not  been  made.  The  Queflion  Hill  remained  unan- 
fwered,  What  Laws  were  in  force  ?  It  appeared,  upon 
tracing  the  Matter  further  back,  that  an  Act  was  palled 
on  the  28th  January,  1777,  entitled,  “  A11  act  to  re¬ 
vive  and  put  in  Force,  fuch  and  fo  much  of  the  State 
Laws  of  the  Province  of  Pennfylvania,  as  is  judged  ne¬ 
ceffary  to  be  in  Force  in  this  Commonwealth.,,  In  this 
Act  it  is  provided,  that  the  Common  Law,  and  fuch  of 
the  Statute  Laws  of  England,  as  have  been  heretofore 
in  force  in  the  faid  Province,  fnall  be  in  force,  except 


J 
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as  is  hereafter  excepted.  The  Exception  relates  to  the 
Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  King  of  Greatbritain,  the 
Acknowledgment  of  any  authority  in  the  Heirs  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Penn ,  the  firft  Proprietary,  the  Laws  afcertaining 
the  number  of  Members  of  Affembly  in  any  County, 
the  time  of  Eledion,  and  Qualification  of  Eledors, 
the  Englifh  Statutes  relating  to  Treafon  or  Mifprifion 
of  Treafon,  and  fuch  Laws  or  Ads  of  Affembly  as  de¬ 
clared,  ordered,  or  directed  any  thing  inconfiftent  with 
the  then  exifting  Conftitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Still  the  point  remained  open  :  What  Englifh  Sta¬ 
tutes  were  in  force  in  Pennfylvania.  It  become  necef- 
farv,  therefore,  to  mount  up  to  the  firft  Sources  of  In¬ 
formation,  the  Charter  granted  to  William  Penn,  and 
the  general  Principles  of  Colonization. 

It  is  provided,  by  the  Charter,  That  the  Laws  for  the 
regulating  and  governing  of  Property,  as  well  for  the 
Defcent  and  Enjoyment  of  Lands,  as  likewise  for  the 
Enjoyment  and  Succefiion  of  Goods  and  Chatties  ;  and 
likewife  as  to  Felonies,  within  the  faid  Province ;  fliall 
be  and  continue  the  fame  as  they  (hall  be,  for  the  time 
being,  by  the  general  courfe  of  the  Law  in  the  Kingdom 
of  England  ;  until  the  faid  Law  fhall  be  altered  by  the 
faid  William  Penn,  his  Heirs  or  Aftigns,  and  by  the 
Freemen  of  the  faid  Province,  their  Delegates  or  De¬ 
puties,  or  the  greater  part  of  them. 

Notwithftanding  the  generality  of  thefe  Expreftions, 
it  has  always  been  held,  that  many  of  the  Englifh  Laws, 
relating  both  to  Property  and  to  Felonies,  would  have 
been  improper  for  the  ftate  of  things  in  an  infant  Colo¬ 
ny  ;  and  accordingly  they  were  never  pradically  ex¬ 
tended  here.  It  is  the  true  Principle  of  Colonization, 
that  the  Emigrants  from  the  Mother  Country  carry 
with  them  fuch  Laws,  as  are  ufeful  in  ther  new  Situa¬ 
tion,  and  none  other. 

A  multitude  of  Englifh  Statutes,  relating  to  the 
Kings  Prerogative,  the  Rights  and  Privileges  of  the 
Nobility  and  Clergy,  the  local  Commerce  and  Reven¬ 
ue  of  England,  and  other  Subjeds  unneceffary  to  enu¬ 
merate,  were  improper  to  be  extended  to  Pennfylvania. 
In  order  to  execute  the  Duty  required  of  them,  it  was 
neceftary  for  the  Judges  to  examine  the  Code  of  Englifh 


Statute  Law,  from  the  beginning  to  the  time  of  the 
Settlement  of  Pennfylvania,  and  to  weigh,  deliberately, 
which  of  them  were  proper  to  be  adopted 

But  this  was  not  all — it  was  elfential  that  our  own 
Statute  Book  fhould  be  examined,  to  fee  in  what  cafes 
the  Englilh  Law  had  been  altered,  or  in  what  cafes  it 
had  been  exprefsly  extended  here.  Wherever  our  own 
Legiilature  had  enacted  a  Law,  on  the  fame  Subject 
on  which  an  Englilh  Statute  was  to  be  found,  it  has 
been  fuppofed,  that  the  Englilh  Statute  had  no  force 
here,  even  though  it  contained  more  extenfive  Provi- 
fions  than  our  own  Abt  of  AiTembiy ;  becaufe  it  was 
reafonable  to  prefume,  that  our  AiTembiy  were  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  Englilh  Statute,  and  deugnedly 
omitted  forne  of  its  Provifions. 

Befides  thefe  Inquiries,  it  was  neceflary  to  afeertain, 
what  had  been  the  Decifions  of  our  own  Courts,  re- 
fpe cling  the  extenfion  of  Englilh  Statutes.  This  was 
no  eafy  Talk,  as  we  have  no  printed  Reports,  prior  to 
our  Revolution,  of  Cafes  determined  in  our  Courts 
of  Jultice.  Of  courfe,  thefe  Decifions  are  only  to  be 
known  by  Tradition,  or  manufeript  Notes  in  the  pof- 
felfion  of  Gentlemen  of  the  Bar,  or  the  Judges. 

With  refpech  to  Englilh  Statutes,  enabled  fince  the 
Settlement  of  Pennfylvania,  it  has  been  aifumed,  as  a 
Principle,  that  they  do  not  extend  here  ;  uniefs  they 
have  been  recogniled  by  our  Acts  of  AiTembiy,  or 
adopted  by  long-continued  rracTice  in  Courts  of  Juf- 
tice.  Of  the  latter  Defcription,  there  are  very  few ; 
and  thofe,  it  is  fuppofed,  were  introduced  from  a  Senfe 
of  their  evident  Utility.  As  Englilh  Statutes,  they 
had  no  obligatory  Force  :  But,  from  long  Practice, 
they  may  be  considered  as  incorporated  with  the  Law 
of  our  Country. 

Having  endeavored  to  afeertain  the  Englilh  Statutes 
which  were  in  Force,  the  judges  proceeded  to  the  fe- 
cond  part  of  the  Subject ;  the  Confideration  of  which 
of  thefe  Statutes  were  proper  to  be  incorporated  with 
our  own  Law.  They  felt,  that  this  part  of  their  Talk, 
though  very  honorable,  was  very  arduous  :  And,  in  ex¬ 
ecuting  it,  they  have  thought  themfelves  bound  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  great  Caution.  In  Works  which  confifl  in 
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the  Alteration  of  long-eftablifhed  XJfages,  it  is  fafer  to 
do  too  little,  than  too  much.  The  molt  experienced 
Builder  cannot  always  calculate  the  exabt  effebt  of  re¬ 
moving  a  (tone.  If  further  Alterations  fliould  be  ne- 
.  ceflary,  it  is  always  competent  to  the  Legiflature  to 
make  them.  It  will  be  found  by  the  Report,  that,  in 
a  number  of  Cafes,  the  Repeal  of  Englilh  Statutes  is 
recommended.  In  a  number  of  others,  which  appear¬ 
ed  doubtful,  it  wa  5  thought  bell  to  leave  them  for  fur¬ 
ther  Experience. 

In  perufmg  the  Statutes  referred  to  in  the  Report, 
the  Legiflature  will  perceive,  that,  in  many  of  them, 
the  Language  is  uncouth  and  unfuited  to  our  prefent 
form  of  Government.  In  many  of  them,  too,  they 
wall  find  here  and  there  a  Sentence,  not  properly  ap¬ 
plicable  to  any  other  Country  than  England.  There  is/ 
no  other  way  of  curing  thefe  Defers,  than  by  re-enabl¬ 
ing  the  Subfiance  of  thefe  Statutes,  in  Language  fuita- 
ble  to  our  prefent  Condition  ;  which  might  be  attended 
with  the  additional  Advantage,  of  Amplifying  the  Sta¬ 
tute  Law,  by  reducing  into  one,  feveral  Abts  paffed  on 
the  fame  Subjebt.  This  wrould  be  a  Work  of  Labor. 
Something  of  the  kind  has  been  done,  in  the  States  of 
Virginia,  and  Newyork  :  But,  it  is  believed,  that  fe¬ 
veral  years  were  employed  in  the  performance. 

From  the  outline  which  has  been  drawn,  the  Legifla¬ 
ture  will  eafily  perceive  the  Difficulties  attending  the  Re¬ 
port  now  prefented  to  them  ;  and  their  Candor  will  in¬ 
duce  them  to  bear  in  Mind,  that  it  has  been  executed 
during  the  fhort  Intervals  of  official  Occupation.  The 
Judges  dare  not  flatter  themfelves,  that  the  performance 
approaches  to  Perfection.  They  trull,  however,  that  it 
will  not  be  found  more  defective,  than  might  reafonably 
be  expected.
